A  pretty  story  is  told  of  a  dear  old  French  bishop — 
who  lived  centuries  ago — so  loving  and  yet  so  wise, 
that  when  he  made  his  visitations  people  of  all  classes, 
conditions  and  creeds  flocked  to  seek  his  advice  and 
ministrations.  At  last  he  broke  down  utterly  under  the 
great  strain,  and  was  persuaded  to  take  one  day's  entire 
rest,  with  the  strictest  orders  that  he  was  to  be  disturbed 
for  no  one, '  'not  even  for  the  King  of  France. "  A  sentinel 
was  posted  outside  the  house  to  keep  off  every  intruder, 
but  had  scarcely  begun  his  beat  when  the  white  head 
of  the  bishop  appeared  at  a  window — and  a  soft  voice 
whispered:  "  My  friend  do  not  disturb  me  for  the  King 
of  France,  but  if  a  little  child  knocks — call  me  at 
once."  In  these  increasingly  busy  lives  of  ours,  calls  are 
coming  to  us  from  every  direction.  Calls  of  education, 
of  travel,  of  pleasure,  of  society,  of  duties  to  one's  own 
family,  are  multitudinous.  Yet  I  would  implore  you 
most  solemnly  to  close  your  ears  to  them  all,  at  least 
for  a  few  moments,  to  listen  to  the  faint  call  of  suffer- 
ing, nay  of  dying  infancy. 
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During-  the  past  ten  years  even  conditions  of  life  in 
our  great  city  have  changed  wonderfully.  New  and 
more  magnificent  houses  have  gone  up  in  every  direc- 
tion whose  proper  management  has  increased  your 
cares.  The  demands  of  pleasure  and  of  society  upon  you 
are  far  more  urgent  than  ever  before,  and  require  your 
time  and  thoughts  to  an  almost  alarming  extent,  while 
to  enable  you  to  live  under  such  a  heavy  strain  constant 
absences  from  town  are  needed,  necessitating  a  partial 
breaking  up  of  homes  and  relinquishment  of  duties 
It  is  the  almost  unanimous  experience  of  the  best  chari- 
table institutions  that  it  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult  each  year  to  obtain  from  capable  and  reliable 
workers  that  voluntary  personal  supervision  which 
only  a  few  years  ago  was  gladly  given  and  which  no 
mere  paid  labor  can  replace. 

Yet  during  these  same  years  the  tenement  house  pop- 
ulation of  our  city  has  increased  in  even  a  larger  ratio 
than  we  realize.  Many  of  our  immigrants  have  been 
drawn  from  the  very  poorest  classes  of  foreign  coun- 
tries and  coming  to  us  with  the  enfeebled  constitu- 
tions inherited  from  generations  of  half  starved  ances- 
tors, have  increased  the  demands  on  our  Hospitals. 

It  is  time  that  we  should  face  the  really  solemn  fact 
that  while  luxurious  living  has  so  increased  during  the 
past  decade  that  many,  many  things  are  now  considered 
necessities,  which  a  few  years  ago  we  did  not  dream  of 
even  desiring — charity — the  giving  to  the  relief  of 
various  forms  of  suffering,  of  our  money,  our  thoughts, 
best  of  all  of  ourselves,  lias  not  correspondingly  increased. 
Indeed  we  may  almost  say,  it  has  diminished  as  a  result 
of  an  increased  love  of  luxury. 

It  is  the  general  testimony  of  experts  that  it  was 
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more  difficult  to  raise  money  for  Hospital  work  last 
year  than  for  many  years.  One  of  the  oldest  and  best 
managed  Hospitals  of  the  city  was  obliged  to  close  sev- 
eral of  its  Wards,  whose  facilities  were  greatly  needed, 
for  lack  of  funds.  Another  large  Hospital  ended  the 
year  with  a  deficit  of  nearly  $90,000.00,  while  several 
closed  for  a  time  one  or  two  of  their  Wards  in  face  of 
many  applicants.  Yet  while  contributions  have  dimin- 
ished, the  numbers  of  deserving  patients  have  largely 
increased  with  our  population.  During  the  year  end- 
ing October  1st,  1904,  nearly  1,200  young  children 
were  cared  for  in  the  Babies'  Wards,  double  the  num- 
ber treated  in  a  year  ten  years  ago.  *  Even  this  large 
number  represented  a  most  careful  selection,  taking 
only  the  most  needy  from  a  far  larger  number  of  appli- 
cants. On  several  occasions  not  only  has  every  one  of 
our  60  beds  been  occupied,  but  several  mothers  were 
cared  for  on  cots  in  linen  rooms,  etc.,  as  to  have  sepa- 
rated them  from  their  very  sick  nursing  babies  would 
have  meant  death  to  the  children.  The  very  fact  that 
Children's  Wards  in  other  institutions  were  closed  for 
lack  of  funds  threw  upon  the  Babies'  Wards  many  little 
ones,  who,  necessarily  refused  elsewhere,  except  for 
our  care  would  have  perished  miserably  in  homes  of 
direst  poverty.  Never  have  greater  pains  been  taken 
to  secure  the  best  possible  results  in  every  department 
of  our  work,  while  the  great  improvements  made  a 
year  ago  have  furnished  us  in  many  directions  almost 
ideal  facilities.  Yet  with  our  great  increase  of  patients 
our  income  from  supported  beds  fell  from  $6,350.00  in 

*Of  these  65  were  under  10  days,  573  under  one  year,  and  200 
between  one  and  two  years,  an  almost  unprecedented  record  for  a 
Babies'  Hospital. 
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1903  to  $5,000.00  in  1904,  while  we  closed  the  year 
with  a  smaller  balance  than  for  five  years,  though  the 
strictest  economy  consistent  with  good  work  was  prac- 
tised. 

In  concluding  this  little  appeal,  before  giving  the 
few  details  of  our  past  year's  work  which  space  only 
allows,  we  would  ask  the  most  careful  consideration  of 
every  one  whom  it  may  reach  as  to  her  own  duty  in 
this  most  serious  question.  Something  must  be  crowded 
out  of  our  lives.  Shall  we  allow  the  demands  of  a 
luxurious  and  complex  living  upon  our  purses,  our 
time  and  our  strength  to  so  increase  that  necessarily 
the  claims  of  suffering,  yet  innocent,  children  must  be 
neglected  ?  The  greatly  increased  work  of  our  Wards 
demands  a  greatly  increased  support. 

The  Babies'  Wards  need  now  most  urgently: 
1  st.  The  support  of  our  unsupported  beds  at  $200  each. 
This  sum  annually  allows  the  giver  the  privilege  of 
naming  a  crib  and  inscribing  the  shield  over  it.  and 
with  the  aid  of  the  very  small  city  allowance  and  of  our 
Nursing  Fund  provides  for  those  applicants  who  need 
its  shelter  so  sorely.  Even  a  suggestion  of  closing  one 
of  our  Wards  when  additional  ones  should  rather  be 
opened  ought  not  to  be  considered,  and  we  beg  that 
those  who  could  so  well  help  us  will  visit  the  Hospital 
and  consider  for  themselves  the  claims  of  our  patient 
sufferers. 

2d.  We  need  a  greatly  enlarged  list  of  small  annueii 
subscriptions  and  donations  to  our  Nursing  and  Emer- 
gency Funds.  Every  $5.00  given  in  this  way  helps  to 
save  a  child's  life.  There  are  many  who  would  give 
even  if  it  involved  some  slight  self  denial — to  real  dis- 
tress; but  in  these  crowded  days  people  alas  have  little 
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time  to  seek  out  needs.  So  that  unless  we  are  willing 
to  tell  the  story  of  the  Wards  to  our  friends  and  to 
bring  the  opportunity  to  them,  we  shall  have  failed  in 
one  of  our  duties. 

3d.  Gifts  of  clothing,  new  and  old,  are  most  urgently 
needed  at  present.  With  nearly  1,200  children  a  year, 
a  greatly  increased  wardrobe  is  necessary,  and  we  would 
bring  this  especially  to  the  attention  of  Sewing 
Classes,  Guilds,  Societies,  etc.  Full  particulars  of 
articles  required  will  be  found  in  appendix  of  this 
Report.  Toys,  especially  dolls,  picture  books  and 
rattles,  fruit  and  home-made  jellies  will  be  most  grate- 
fully received  by  our  little  convalescents,  while  those 
who  will  give  an  hour  or  two  of  their  time  to  comfort 
and  amuse  children  who  are  bearing  severe  sufferings 
with  a  patience  and  fortitude  which  might  furnish  us 
with  many  a  lesson,  will  be  most  welcome. 

As  a  special  medical  report,  with  reports  of  the  work 
of  the  Sunbeam  League,  of  the  Babies'  Ward  Guild 
and  of  the  newly  reorganized  committee  on  Ward  Vis- 
iting, from  which  we  are  hoping  for  such  great  good, 
all  follow,  it  will  only  be  possible  to  give  a  glimpse  of 
the  personnel  of  our  patients.  During  the  past  year 
three  facts  have  been  specially  noted : 

1st.  The  greater  than  ordinary  poverty  of  the  par- 
ents. Again  and  again  the  records  show  such  cases  as, 
"Johnny  S.,  two  weeks  old;  two  other  little  children 
in  family;  father  dead  ;  mother  supports  them  by  wash- 
ing." "John,  two  years  old;  father  and  mother  to- 
gether make  $4.50  a  week;  constitution  of  child  en- 
feebled by  a  year's  partial  starvation."  "Joseph, 
fourteen  months  ;  five  other  children  ;  father  makes 
$6.00  a  week,"  and  so  on. 
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2d.  The  great  number  of  severe  cases  of  cerebro 
spinal  meningitis,  49,  all  demanding  the  best  trained 
nursing  and  most  unceasing  medical  care.  A  typical 
case  was  Katharine  B.,  a  three  months'  old  nursing 
baby,  whose  mother  was  admitted  as  well.  The  baby's 
temperature  was  1040.  She  had  had  several  convulsions 
each  day  for  a  week  previous  to  admission  and  was 
brought  in  perfectly  apathetic,  neck  and  head  rigid, 
apparently  dying.  The  ice  caps,  saline  irrigations, 
medications,  analysis  of  fluid  from  spinal  cord,  exam- 
inations of  eyes,  etc.,  were  continuous,  but  six  weeks 
of  the  hardest  work  of  doctors  and  nurses  resulted  in  a 
complete  cure. 

3d.  An  alarming  prevalence  of  mastoid  abscesses, 
threatening  total  deafness,  and  of  empyema,  among 
the  poor.  Bennie,  a  gentle-looking  little  Roumanian 
baby  with  large  dark  eyes  and  fair  curly  hair,  whose 
parents  could  not  speak  a  word  of  English,  was  brought 
in  after  four  weeks'  suffering,  emaciated  to  a  degree, 
his  breathing  scarcely  perceptible,  temperature  nearly 
106°,  a  very  severe  empyema.  His  only  chance  lay  in 
a  radical  operation,  which  was  immediately  resorted 
to,  though  it  did  seem  hopeless.  To  our  great  delight 
he  pulled  through,  and  once  relieved  improved  so  rap- 
idly that  at  the  end  of  three  weeks  he  was  able  to  give 
his  nurse,  to  whom  he  was  devoted,  so  tight  a  squeeze 
that  she  cried  for  mercy. 

A  very  large  number  of  cases  of  severe  accidents  to 
little  children  were  received  last  year.  The  histories 
of  many  of  these  were  so  strange  and  so  pathetic  that 
they  read  like  romances,  but  we  have  room  for  only 
one.  On  the  17th  of  last  June,  Louis  W.,  a  three-year- 
old  boy,  was  brought  to  our  Wards.    Two  days  before 
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his  mother,  a  widow,  had  gone  with  her  five  children 
and  a  baby  grandson  on  the  ill-fated  "  Slocum  "  excur- 
sion. Every  one  of  the  party  of  seven,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Louis,  was  drowned  or  burned  to  death.  When 
the  burning  boat  was  opposite  North  Brother's  Island, 
Pauline  P.,  a  young  German  waitress,  then  barely 
eighteen,  swam  out  to  the  steamer.  Mrs.  W.  was 
standing  on  deck  with  the  flames  behind  her,  holding 
Louis  in  her  arms.  Pauline  cried  out,  "  Throw  him  to 
me;  I'll  catch  him."  The  poor  woman  was  so  frantic 
that  she  threw  him  into  the  paddle  wheel,  which  was 
then  revolving  and  which  carried  him  under  the  water; 
but  Pauline  at  the  risk  of  her  own  life  dragged  him 
out  and  swam  with  him  back  to  the  shore.  His  jaw- 
bones were  broken  and  his  left  cheek  was  frighfully 
bruised.  Taken  first  to  a  neighboring  hospital,  he  was 
brought  the  following  day  to  the  Babies'  Wards,  when 
acute  double  pneumonia  developed  from  the  chill  and 
exposure  and  his  temperature  rose  to  1060.  The  dis- 
ease soon  yielded  to  treatment,  however,  the  fractured 
jaw  was  mended,  although  the  disfigurement  could  not 
be  entirely  overcome,  and  on  June  23d  he  was  sitting 
at  table  eating  supper.  He  had  very  gentle  gray  eyes 
and  was  most  affectionate  and  clinging.  He  talked  to 
the  children  and  said  he  was  "Nurse's  boy,"  but  was 
such  a  contrast  to  our  other  little  convalescents,  who 
when  they  can  eat  are  generally  merry  or  at  least 
smile,  but  Louis  looked  as  if  the  shadow  of  that  hor- 
rible day  would  never  quite  lift. 

The  Report  of  our  Committee  on  Visiting  and  Care 
of  Children  after  leaving  the  hospital  forms  the  basis 
for  so  large  a  part  of  the  following  report  of  Ur.  Chapin, 
that  we  give  here  but  a  few  items  therefrom.  "During 
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the  past  year  1,662  visits  have  been  made  by  the  visitor 
employed.  Cases  of  extreme  destitution  have  been  re- 
ferred to  the  proper  charities,  meeting  with  prompt  at- 
tention, especially  those  sent  to  the  Association  for 
Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  of  whose  help 
we  cannot  speak  too  warmly  as  well  as  help  given 
by  the  Havin's  Fund." 

"The  loss  of  Dr.  Rushmore  as  visitor  was  a  real 
loss  to  our  Wards.  Her  skill  with  sympathy  and  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  work  among  the  poor  were  marvel- 
lous. Dr.  Louise  Cordes  is  proving  in  many  ways  a 
worthy  successor. " 

Of  the  series  of  interesting  cases  reported  by  this 
Committee  it  is  only  possible  to  give  room  for  one — 
"Julia  C — three  years  old.  Father  insane  and  has  been 
placed  in  an  asylum.  The  mother  and  four  children, 
from  eight  weeks  to  seven  years  of  age,  live  in  four 
rooms,  one  of  which  only  is  light,  the  other  three  open- 
ing on  an  airshaft,  if  so  narrow  a  space  can  give  air; 
two  of  these  four  rooms,  including  the  light  one,  are 
rented  to  three  lodgers.  The  tenement  is  old,  halls 
dirty.  The  mother  of  these,  a  feather-maker  has  lately 
had  but  little  employment. "  The  amount  of  intelligent 
care  needed  to  so  improve  the  family  conditions  that 
when  our  patient  is  discharged  from  the  Wards  there 
may  be  a  living  chance  for  her  at  home,  is  almost  in- 
credible. It  is  by  providing  such  care  that  we  are 
struggling  to  improve  even  a  little  corner  of  our  tene- 
ment house  area. 

Our  report  begun  with  petitions,,  but  it  certainly 
should  end  with  thanksgivings.  First  to  the  Doctors 
who  have  so  freely  given  of  their  time  and  skill,  and  to 
our  faithful  Head  Nurse  with  all  her  devoted  assistants. 
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To  the  Speedwell  Society  and  to  the  Convalescent 
Home  at  Sea  Cliff,  where  fifty-three  of  our  convalescents 
were  cared  for  last  summer — such  devoted  friends  that 
we  count  them  almost  a  part  of  ourselves.  To  the  inde- 
fatigable members  of  our  various  Committees  young  or 
older,  who  have  worked  so  nobly,  and  to  every  one  of 
those  friends  far  and  near  whose  liberal  gifts  of  money, 
of  clothing,  and  of  many  other  articles  have  alone  made 
the  continued  existence  of  the  Babies'  Wards  possible. 
There  are  still  countless  numbers  whose  help  and  in- 
terest we  are  longing  to  gain  to  enable  us  to  meet  the 
ever  increasing  needs  of  our  necessarily  growing  work. 
To  them  we  would  only  say : 

'•  Do  you  care,  do  you  care, 

For  these  small  souls  everywhere  ? 

Will  you  reach  your  hands  in  giving 

To  smooth  easier  paths  for  living 

To  make  barren  homes  less  bare 

And  waste  places  to  grow  fair  ? 

Do  you  care  ? 
"  Will  you  heed,  will  you  heed, 

Any  prayers  that  for  them  plead  ? 

Will  you  not  pause  in  your  pleasure 

To  grant  but  one  meagre  measure 

That  might  prove  a  boon  indeed 

To  their  helpless  human  need  ? 

Will  you  heed  ?"

Patterns  for  clothing  will  be  furnished  on  application 
to  Chairman  of  Clothing  Committee,  Mrs.  Elisha  M.

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  i  yard  by  il/t  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting;  button-holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with 
pink  or  blue  washing  crewel.    A  special  need. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering  from 
pneumonia. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  WARD  VISITING 
COMMITTEE— BABIES'  WARDS. 


The  Ward  Visiting  Committee  of  the  Babies'  Wards, 
started  a  few  years  ago,  has  been  reorganized  this  year. 
The  members  visit  the  Wards  weekly,  entertain  and 
play  with  the  convalescent  children — to  whom  the  time 
must  often  drag — and  quiet  the  sick  and  nervous  ones. 

A  Christmas  Committee  was  formed  which  helped 
with  the  Christmas  decoration  of  the  Wards  and  of  the 
Tree  and  in  receiving  and  distributing  Christmas  dona- 
tions. A  Flower  Committee  was  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  asking  for  the  flowers  used  at  the  receptions 
and  other  entertainments  given  by  friends  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  to  arrange  for  their  transportation  to  the 
Wards.  The  donors  have  no  future  trouble  after  noti- 
fying our  Chairman  of  their  willingness  to  have  them 
used  in  the  Wards.  A  Toy  Committee  was  started  to 
receive  and  distribute  any  toys  sent  through  our  Com- 
mittee. A  Committee  on  Drives  was  organized  for 
asking  friends  for  the  occasional  use  of  their  carriage 
or  automobile  for  giving  the  children  a  much-needed 
drive  in  the  Park.  An  Easter  Committee  for  the  dec- 
oration of  the  Wards  with  plants  and  flowers  on  Easter 
was  also  formed. 

Will  anyone  interested  in  sending  an  occasional  treat 
to  the  children  in  the  form  of  toys,  flowers  or  a  drive 
kindly  communicate  with  the  Chairman  of  the  appro- 
priate committee  ?

THE  WORK 

OF  THE 

BABIES'  WARDS 

FOR  CONVALESCENT  CHILDREN. 

BY  HENRY  DWIGHT  CHAPIN,  M.D.,  ATTENDING  PHYSICIAN. 


The  collection  of  infants  and  young  children  in  a 
Hospital  presents  many  problems  beyond  the  mere 
medical  treatment  of  the  cases.  As  far  as  lasting  good 
to  the  children  is  concerned,  the  purely  medical  func- 
tion may  be  the  least  important  feature.  The  reason 
of  this  is  two-fold — first,  The  effect  of  the  Hospital 
itself  upon  the  child,  and  second,  The  essentially  faulty 
life  conditions  that  send  the  child  to  the  Hospital. 
Unless  these  two  factors  are  carefully  considered,  the 
results  of  care  and  treatment  will  often  prove  unsatis- 
factory and  ephemeral.  Work  in  any  one  line  of  char- 
ity, if  properly  conceived,  almost  invariably  opens  up 
new  and  converging  lines  of  effort  that  are  necessary 
to  employ  if  the  first  work  is  to  be  made  permanent. 
To  treat  a  child  successfully  for  pneumonia  in  a  hos- 
pital, and  then  send  it  to  damp  and  unhygienic  rooms 
in  a  tenement  house,  is  but  to  invite  another  attack  of 
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the  original  disease,  hence  the  housing  problem  looms 
up  for  consideration.  Again,  after  relieving  an  infant 
of  gastro-enteric  irritation  in  Hospital  or  Dispensary, 
the  work  is  only  half  done  unless  steps  are  taken  to 
procure  pure,  fresh  milk  for  future  feeding,  so  that 
the  food  problem  must  be  considered.  As  the  Hos- 
pital is  not  a  good  place  for  recuperation,  when  the 
patient  is  discharged  the  work  will  often  fail  in  lasting 
results  unless  the  child  can  be  thoroughly  invigorated, 
and  here  convalescent  homes  in  the  country  at  once 
claim  attention. 

Hospital  statistics,  as  such,  are  of  little  value  unless 
they  take  into  consideration  the  ultimate  condition  of 
the  patient.  Until  Hospital  managers  are  able  or  will- 
ing to  extend  their  work  along  these  lines  of  perma- 
nency, or  have  agencies  that  will  do  so,  their  work  fails 
in  much  of  its  possibilities.  No  place  more  than  a  hos- 
pital gives  the  chance  to  trace  needs  and  opportunities 
to  their  ultimate  sources.  It  should  not  alone  be  a 
place  for  treating  the  sick,  but  a  social  laboratory  where 
future  prevention  should  be  constantly  studied  in  con- 
nection with  the  cases  under  observation. 

In  considering  the  lasting  good  of  the  child,  the 
Hospital  itself  merits  the  first  consideration.  For  in- 
fants and  very  young  children  it  should  simply  serve  as 
a  temporary  place  of  refuge  where  all  hygienic,  medic- 
inal and  surgical  applicances  should  be  of  the  latest 
and  best  types.  After  the  acute  illness  has  subsided, 
the  case  should  be  immediately  removed,  as,  otherwise, 
there  will  be  constant  relapses  and  reinfections.  At 
the  Babies'  Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital,  form- 
ing a  separate  division  of  the  Hospital,  the  greatest 
care  is  exercised  to  avoid  the  dangers  of  prolonged 
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hospital  environment.  The  Wards  are  large,  sunny, 
well-ventilated,  and  with  all  the  best  and  most  modern 
hygienic  devices.  The  infants  are  daily  removed  to  a 
sun  parlor  at  the  top  of  the  building  in  order  to  get  a 
complete  change  of  air,  and,  when  the  weather  permits, 
to  a  roof  garden.  The  plant  here  in  existence,  with 
the  plans  of  treating  the  cases,  now  serves  as  a  model 
for  many  similar  institutions  throughout  the  country. 

In  order  to  make  permanent  the  benefits  of  the  hos- 
pital, the  infants  are  kept  only  during  the  period  of 
acute  illness  and  then  discharged,  but  still  kept  under 
observation  outside.  This  system  started  with  the  plan 
of  simply  having  a  visitor,  but  has  eventuated  in 
methods  of  fresh  air  treatment  that  are  aimed  to  ensure 
a  thorough  convalescence,  if  such  a  thing  is  possible. 
In  1890,  a  voluntary  committee  of  three  ladies,  at  the 
request  of  the  writer,  undertook  to  visit  and  report  on 
the  cases  discharged  from  the  Hospital.  As  the  work 
grew  in  importance  it  became  evident  that  a  more  sys- 
tematic effort  was  required,  and  accordingly  a  special 
committee  was  formed  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee in  1894,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Chaun- 
cey.  A  paid  visitor,  who  could  work  at  all  seasons, 
was  appointed,  and  this  plan  has  been  in  operation  ever 
since.  During  the  past  five  years  a  female  physician 
has  done  this  work.  A  combination  of  medical  know- 
ledge with  tact  and  observation  here  give  the  best  re- 
sults. A  blank  that  is  of  proper  size  to  be  attached  to 
the  regular  hospital  history  is  filled  out  by  this  visitor, 
so  that  the  attending  physician  can  at  once  be  posted 
as  to  the  life  conditions  of  the  child,  and  hence  be  gov- 
erned as  to  the  time  of  discharge  from  the  hospital  and 
what  steps  may  be  necessary  to  take  in  order  to  im- 
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prove  faulty  conditions.  The  following  items  are  placed 
upon  this  chart:

A  full  history  of  the  child's  parentage  and  personal 
condition  having  been  already  taken  by  the  examining 
physician  on  admittance,  a  pretty  complete  record  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  attending  physician  for  his  guidance 
in  managing  the  case. 

The  visitor  has  placed  in  her  hands  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  purchase  clean,  fresh  milk,  when  necessary, 
and  to  relieve  any  pressing  needs  that  may  interfere 
with  the  child's  convalescence.  She  also  sees  that  the 
food  is  properly  prepared,  medicines  given,  and  the 
hygienic  surroundings  improved  as  much  as  possible. 
Rules  of  instruction  for  mothers,  translated  into  Ger- 
man and  Italian,  have  proved  of  great  value.  The  work 
of  the  visitor  has  been  in  many  other  ways  of  far-reach- 
ing utility.  Landlords  have  been  brought  to  terms  in 
putting  premises  in  a  sanitary  condition  rather  than  .be 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Health;  fewer  children  are 
deserted  than  formerly,  as  a  special  effort  is  made  to 
make  the  mothers  realize  the  crime  of  deserting  their 
children;  all  existing  charities  are  made  use  of  in  as 
far  as  they  apply  to  the  case  in  hand,  such  as  the  free 
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ice  distribution  in  summer  and  all  the  fresh  air  agencies. 
The  mothers  have  explained  to  them  the  great  advan- 
tage of  allowing  the  children  to  have  a  change,  even 
although  it  be  only  for  a  day,  but  efforts  are  made  for 
a  longer  outing.  It  is  believed  that  this  work  has  been 
of  the  greatest  utility  to  our  convalescent  children  dur- 
ing the  ten  years  that  it  has  been  systematically  em- 
ployed. Many  facts  of  great  social  interest  have  also 
been  brought  out.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander, who  paid  for  the  work,  some  of  these  records 
have  been  carefully  studied  and  tabulated.  Two  tables 
were  thus  prepared,  covering  different  periods.

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While"it  is  impossible  to  get  complete  data  in  all 
cases,  it  is  believed  that  these  tables  will  give  some 
idea  of  the  work  actually  done  and  the  good  accom- 
plished. 

The  efforts  of  the  Hospital  to  aid  its  convalescent 
children  do  not  end  with  the  work  of  the  professional 
visitor  and  the  help  she  can  muster.  Two  other  special 
agencies  are  constantly  employed,  which,  although  not 
under  the  same  management  as  the  Hospital,  have 
grown  out  of  its  work  and  are  closely  affiliated  with  it. 

A  fresh-air  home  at  Sea  Cliff,  L.  I.,  specially  built 
and  equipped  for  convalescent  children,  is  open  from 
May  to  November,  and  takes  all  needed  cases  for  inter- 
vals of  from  two  weeks  to  several  months.  It  is  situated 
on  a  high  promontory,  sufficiently  wooded,  with  a  por- 
ous soil,  over-looking  Long  Island  Sound.  Everything 
that  can  conduce  to  healthy  outdoor  living  is  here  sup- 
plied. A  resident  physician  and  nurses  keep  careful 
oversight  of  the  cases,  and  no  child  is  discharged  until 
it  is  believed  that  the  improvement  will  be  permanent. 

The  Speedwell  Society,  located  at  Morristown,  New 
Jersey,  is  in  operation  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 
The  plan  of  this  Society  is  to  board  out  infants  and  very 
young  children  in  country  homes  in  the  vicinity.  A 
paid  physician  and  two  trained  nurses  keep  these  cases 
under  constant  observation.  It  has  been  found  that 
bottle-fed  infants  and  cases  of  general  malnutrition  do 
better  under  this  plan  of  treatment  than  in  the  best 
managed  institutions.  Many  of  our  youngest  cases 
have  thus  been  completely  restored  to  health  and 
strength  after  the  acute  illness  has  been  relieved  in  the 
Hospital.  During  the  past  year  49  cases  have  been 
sent  there  from  the  Babies'  Wards.

The  large  number  of  deaths  in  the  Babies'  Wards  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  curability  of  the  infant  is  not 
considered  on  its  admission.  If  it  can  be  made  more 
comfortable  during  its  last  days,  even  it  be  entirely 
incurable,  it  is  received  into  the  Hospital  as  a  matter 
of  humanity. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 


The  Sunbeam  League  has  been  passing  through  a 
critical  period  recently,  owing  to  the  death  or  illness 
or  absence  of  many  of  its  most  faithful  workers,  but, 
after  weeks  of  endeavor  we  have  increased  and  strength- 
ened our  membership,  and  feel  that  we  can  continue 
our  work  with  renewed  courage. 

In  spite  of  adverse  circumstances  this  year  we  have 
done  some  good  work.  We  have  supported  two  beds, 
as  usual,  one  of  which  has  been  named  for  Mrs.  Daniel 
Wynkoop,  whose  sad  and  sudden  death  was  a  great 
shock  to  all  of  us.  In  her  we  lost  one  of  our  earliest 
and  most  valued  members,  a  conscientious  worker  and 
a  generous  friend  of  the  babies. 

A  Kindergarten  teacher  has  been  provided,  who  has 
come  once  a  week  all  winter,  and  also  through  the 
summer  to  amuse  and  instruct  the  children.  Many 
pretty  things  which  the  little  pupils  had  made  were 
hung  upon  the  Christmas  tree. 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  were  supplied 
to  children  and  nurses,  and  the  turkeys,  cranberry  sauce, 
potatoes,  oranges  and  apples,  cakes  and  ice  cream  were 
thoroughly  enjoyed. 

At  Christmas  the  Wards  were  decorated  with  ropes 
and  wreaths  of  green,  and  many  red  bells  donated  by 
the  Ward  Visiting  Committee. 

The  children  had  their  stockings,  which  were  given 
by  one  of  the  ladies  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee,  Christ- 
mas morning,  and  on  the  Wednesday  after  Christmas, 
a  beautiful  big  tree  in  the  Zaidee  Ward  delighted  the 
eyes  of  all  the  children  who  had  been  gathered  there 
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from  the  other  wards.  The  tree,  with  a  big  basket  full 
of  toys  and  decorations  was  donated  through  another 
member  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  the  League  as- 
sisted by  the  Ward  Visiting  Committee,  decorated  it  in 
the  morning,  and  distributed  the  gifts  in  the  afternoon. 

At  the  Reception  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  last  Spring 
the  League  served  tea,  cake,  etc.  in  the"  Sunbeam  play- 
room. 

During  the  Summer  the  children  had  frequent  drives 
in  the  Park  which  were  much  enjoyed  and  proved  a 
great  boon  to  the  little  invalids  in  the  hot  weather. 

During  the  year  the  League  has  supplied  cups,  bowls, 
plates  and  toys,  also  blankets,  and  between  three  hun- 
dred and  four  hundred  garments  of  all  kinds.  The 
toy  cupboards  and  boxes  are  cleaned  and  broken  toys 
removed  once  a  week,  and  replenished  whenever  neces- 
sary. 

The  finances  of  the  League  were  at  a  low  ebb  this 
Fall,  and  it  was  decided  to  have  a  fair  in  December. 
We  all  had  to  work  hard,  as  we  only  had  about  three 
weeks  in  which  to  get  it  up.  Rooms  at  the  Lorraine 
were  given  to  us  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Orvis  and 
two  of  our  members,  and  we  all  felt  repaid  for  our 
efforts  when  we  found  that  we  had  netted  a  little  over 
$648,  a  sum  far  above  our  expectations. 

Next  year  we  hope  to  make  a  still  better  record.

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REPORT  OF  BABIES'  WARDS  GUILD. 


The  Babies'  Wards  Guild  began  this  autumn  the 
fourth  year  of  its  existence,  and  the  members  feel  that 
our  new  year  opened  with  every  reason  for  encourage- 
ment. Although  among  our  Associate  Members  we 
regret  to  have  had  several  resignations,  still  our  mem- 
bership is  larger  than  last  year.  Many  more  Active 
Members  have  joined  us,  and  interest  and  enthusiasm 
in  our  work  are  growing.  Last  March  an  Easter  Sale 
was  held  at  the  home  of  the  Chairman  and  proved  most 
successful.  For  the  assistance  that  the  ladies  of  the 
Auxiliary  kindly  rendered  us  at  that  time  we  wish  to 
thank  them  now.  The  proceeds  of  this  sale  amounted 
to  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  which  enabled  us 
to  do  much  more  work  and  to  furnish  the  bed  linen  for 
our  Wards  more  thoroughly  than  ever  before. 

From  January,  1904,  to  January,  1905,  we  have 
made  1,393  articles:  214  wash  cloths,  54  coverlets,  84 
sheets,  117  towels,  192  underpads,  88  hot  water  bag 
covers,  275  pillow  slips,  48  screen  sheets,  4  bassinette 
pillowslips,  100  diapers,  146  spreads,  71  draught  cur- 
tains.
